Search and Rescue Team celebrates

It took the disappearance of a teenager in a 
1951 to stimulate a group of Sierra Madre volun¬ 
teers to found the Sierra Madre Search and Rescue 
Team, the first of its kind. Altadena Search and 
Rescue Team was founded at about the same time. 

On a Sunday afternoon in August, 1951, 
Walter Weirich hiked into Bailey Canyon and dis¬ 
appeared. A search was started the next morning 
by parents, friends and relatives from Altadena 
as well as the Los Angeles Sheriff’s Dept. By 
Wednesday morning the teenager was found, taken 
to the hospital, and is alive today. 

According to records kept by Larry Shepherd, 
the sleuthing by him and Fred LaLone assisted 
the sheriff’s posse in finding the lad. 

Steve Millenbach, president of Sierra Madre 
Search and Rescue, says the actual founding was Oct. 
1, 1951. 

“There was a real need to organize search 
efforts and the LaLone brothers spearheaded this

Fe-' Sierra Madreans realized that the world¬ 
wide! . surrounding cold fusion — the “answer 
to the world’s energy needs” — has a tie to our 
quaint and quiet village. 

Most of us are concerned with such pressing 
matters as hillside development, code enforcement, 
downtown traffic and the like. 

Arden and Earl Jones of Sierra Madre, how¬ 
ever, are more concerned with cold fusion. 

Their son Steven, a physicist at Brigham Young 
University, has been working on two approaches to 
the so-called “energy miracle” — producing energy 
by fusion, which could solve the world’s fuel prob¬ 
lems for all time. 


His work has been concerned with muon c;ita!y/ed 
fusion and pizeo fusion, two approaches t(i i.old 
fusion. 

In some ways his experiments paralleled the 
work ot Stanley Pons and Maitin f leischmau ot 
the University of Utah and Britain's L'nivcrsiiv ,<! 
Southampton, whose dazzling but precipitous 
announcement at a press conference on .Mar. 2.’ that 
they had achieved cold fusion in a table top 
flask, galvanized both the scientific and the journal¬ 
istic world. 

The bets are still out on the Pons-l Icishnian 
device because, many scientists feel, the woik is 
hasty and incomplete. To date the two have not 
revealed sufficient data for othei lab.> to duplicate

Every time I see our flag, I see 
the blood of our soldiers, airmen, sailors 
and Marines — blood spilled for free¬ 
dom yet caught within its blazing fleld. 

1 see their valiant spirits reflected in 
its many stars. On Memorial Day, I see 
in our flag what I can never forget — 
their sacrifice. 

Yet, more than a symbol of their 
deaths, it stands for their fighting spirit.

‘ Key. 

In 1814, Francis Scott Key watched 
as the hopelessly out-gunned and out¬ 
numbered men of Fort McHenry, Balti¬ 
more, were bombarded by the British 
Fleet. The battle raged through the night. 

It wasn’t until the morning sun broke 
through the mist that he knew our men 
had survived the vicious attack. 

There, caught in the gleam of 
dawn’s early light — as if to mock 
the enemy — was the American flag 
still flying high and proud over the 
fort. Francis Scott Key was so inspired, 
he wrote a poem in tribute to the brave 
men of Fort McHenry. It’s a poem in 
which he stated: 

“. . . And the Star-Spangled Banner in 
triumph shall wave...” 

These words are as true today as 
they were when he wrote them. Thou¬ 
sands of young men and women wear 
the uniform of our Armed Forces. They , 
too are prepared to defend this country ' 
and all that it stands for. 

Past or present, those we honor 
on Memorial Day purchased freedom. 
It’s important that we mourn them, I 
know I will. But it’s important that we 
honor their service and the lessons they 
taught.

“Main Street and the Chamber have 
worked together to complete both a parking 
and a business survey . . . Already, program 

staff has been serving as a liaison for busi¬ 
nesses wishing to expand in or relocate to 
downtown. 

“. . . Program participants spoke of feel¬ 
ing that there is a greater awareness of down¬ 
town within the business and resident com¬ 
munity, and that communication about down¬ 
town and between constituent groups is better. 

“The major economic issue facing the pro¬ 
gram is understanding downtown’s market and 
then communicating that information to exist¬ 
ing and prospective downtown investors. Some 
of the survey work has been done and when the 
city’s market study is complete there should be 
a good data bank . . . The two most criti¬ 
cal phases of market research are interpreting 
and disseminating the information. Unusually 
the latter is left undone. Once information is 


available, the Economic Restructuring Council 
should present the data and its implications 
to the public in systematic fashion in a variety 
of ways: public meeting formats, newspaper, 
newsletter, workshops with property owners 
and businesses, one-on-one discussion. 

“There is a strong desire within the com¬ 
munity for additional retail. It will be im¬ 
portant for the program to look at downtown’s 
true potential for retail, given the range of com¬ 
peting retail in the region, advertising/merch¬ 
andising practices of existing downtown busi¬ 
nesses, the current shopping habits of residents, 
and the existing mix of uses downtown. 

“. . . Downtown retail uses, with a few 
exceptions, provide convenience goods. This, 
then, may be downtown’s niche. Or, down¬ 
town’s niche could be service/professional. 
The other way of looking at the situation is 
to plan for the changes that will have to take 
place before the downtown creates a larger 
pedestrian draw: evening shopping hours . . . 
joint advertising, targeted advertising, careful 
targeting of new retail.” 

Economics Research Associates, the mar¬ 
keting consultant hired to conduct our “mar¬ 
keting niche/strategy” survey, is on schedule 
with their 90 day study plan. They have pre¬ 
sented and reviewed basic statistical and demo¬ 
graphic materials with the Main Street board. 
A second findings report is scheduled during 
the first two weeks in June. Discussion and 
review of the consultant’s findings, logic and 
recommendations will be publicized in future 
columns, news stories and through other media 
as suggested by State Coordinator Pat Noyes.

Again, an anonymous donor stepped forward 
with a replacement, as had a previous donor when 
the last flag was stolen.

Because interest rates had dropeed since estab¬ 
lishing the fund, it had been sort of nip and tuck 
to avoid going into the fund principal of $4000, 
which hopefully will provide new flags, as needed, 
in perpetuity, noted Co-chairman Jan Maddox. 

“The two donations have enabled us to avoid 
this,” she added. 

Birgensmith and Maddox announced that they 
have not placed $3500 of the Kersting Court Flag 
Fund in a six-month time deposit, with a yield 
of 8.7 percent, which will generate more than the 
cost of a new flag each year, building an additional 
fund in excess of the principal to take care of the 
emergencies such as the theft and accidental shred¬ 
ding. 

The fund currently stands at 4039.22. 

They noted that any time that any citizen may 
wish to see the fund records, they are more than wel¬ 
come to do so.

Commissioners refer Hiiiside Ordinance

Commissioners Jim Hester, Whilma Holcombe, 
Stan Hutchinson, Ross Tyree and Chairman John 
Waiter saw their way through a 13-item agenda 
in very good time at the Thursday, May 18 meeting 
of the Sierra Madre Planning Commission. Com¬ 
missioners Eloise Parker and George Salisbury were 
excused. 

The main discussion of the evening centered 
around the Hillside Ordinance. The ordinance 
was once again on the agenda for the last look-over 
by the Planning Commission before returning 
for final approval or disapproval to the City 
Council. The meeting was opened to public input 
and several residents stepped forward to speak in 
favor of the ordinance, urging approval. Caroline 
Brown brought forward the concern of a small 
tract of land that had been excluded in the 
ordinance (one previously included) and urged the 
commission to return it to compliance with the 
ordinance. 

Other citizens stepping forward were Lee Cline, 
who asked for a maximum height of 20’ ft. to be 
added to the ordinance restrictions on one story 
construction, and Mike Formanack, who urged the 
commission to determine a parallel line to distinguish 
the hillside area rather than the current 1200 foot 
elevation mark. 

Jan Maddox expressed her support of the or¬ 
dinance as one who had vested interest in hillside 
property. “We are ones who would be financially 
affected by this ordinance and we nevertheless 
support it fully,” she commented. 

The commission, after further discussion 
among the commissioners, passed a recommendation 
for approval of the ordinance to the City Council 
as presented with the exception of a few wording 
amendments. 

There were nine public hearings on the agenda 
and three items of new business. 

Mr. and Mrs. Richard McCoppin came before 
the commission requesting a variance for the division 
of an easement into two distinct driveways via the 
construction of a 50” wall down the center and 
the replacement of a pre-existing non-conforming 
gate with two gates at the entrance of each drive¬ 
way. The project at 190 Olivera Ln. was unanimously 
approved. 

Joseph Brown at 450 E. Highland requested 
a front yard variance for the construction of a 
garage.

“We all have a stake 
in the education of 
our children, not just 
our own. It’s some¬ 
times hard to see the 
‘big picture,’ but I think 
we make a positive con¬ 
tribution by being part 
of a district that serves 
disadvantaged child¬ 
ren as part of its popu¬ 
lation,” Kendall says. 

The group. All Child¬ 
ren Count, had its begin¬ 
nings in January and was 
actually formed in 
March. 

“I have been very 




happy with my daugh¬ 
ter’s school. I want the 
present school system 
to continue. I was amazed 
by comments made re¬ 
cently concerning 
the purported activities 
at Sierra Madre School. 
1 work at the school 
twice a week and I 
know the atmosphere 
there is very different 
from that described. My 
daughter is a third gen¬ 
eration Sierra Madrean 
to attend Sierra Madre 
and Pasadena schools,” 
Kendall told The News. 

Giersbach said, “I 
value my association 
with Pasadena. 1 believe 
the small group inter¬ 
ested in joining 
Arcadia is put¬ 
ting words in people’s 
mouths by saying that 
our association is with 
Arcadians rather 
than the people with 
other cities. We’re in the 
center of many com¬

Angeles.” 

“I teach at a 
university with one of 
the most culturally di¬ 
verse populations in the 
nation. I see that diver¬ 
sity as the future and I 
want our children to 
be a part of it,” Kendall 
added. 

Giersbach said, “To 
be separate from Pasa¬ 
dena with its rich tradi¬ 
tions and history seems 
narrow-minded. To 
even consider joining 
Arcadia when our asso¬ 
ciations of Pasadena — 
a city known all over the 
world . . . Why would 
we want to isolate our¬ 
selves with Arcadia?” 

ACC plans to call for 
a town meeting with the 
League of Women 
Voters as moderators 
within the next two 
weeks. The News 
will feature that infor¬ 
mation.

City Administrator Jim 
McRea supported Commissioner Hutchinson’s stand 
by indicating that although declaring a historical over¬ 
lay would delay demolition for up to seven months, 
the purchaser/owner of the property still had the right 
to demolish it at will. 

Other discussion ensued concerning R-l 
development standards for garages and accessory 
buildings. Some comments by commissioners in¬ 
cluded the need to define what a garage is and 
to prohibit living and commercial use of a garage. 

The last item on the agenda was a discussion 
of the R-l Single Family Residence Review. The 
commission was informed that it was to be included 
on the City Council agenda of last Tuesday. 
One of the suggestions circulating that was dis¬ 
cussed was setting up a preliminary citizens group 
to review plans before going to the Planning 
Commission. Since the commission meeting, new 
developments have arrisen on this issue (sec else¬ 
where in News).

All Children Count is the organized name of 
citizens who have joined to enlarge community dis¬ 
cussion about the secession of schools movement in 
Sierra Madre. Purpose of the group is to support 
the present school system and promote the inter¬ 
ests of its children; to help preserve Sierra Madre’s 
unique identity; and to facilitate dialogue between 
families of Sierra Madre and PUSD and to provide 
information to the people of Sierra Madre. Ed. 

The people of Sierra Madre have a number of 
important issues to consider as SMPBE campaigns 
to secede from PUSD. One of the most important 
is how redistricting might affect funding for the 
children of Sierra Madre. In an information sheet 
delivered to residents recently, SMPBE states that 
a frequently asked question is, “Will my property 
taxes go up as a result of redistricting?” The reply is, 
“No, the money currently being paid to Pasadena 
Unified would be paid to Arcadia Unified.” How¬ 
ever, since there is no direct relationship between 
property taxes and school funding, that reply needs 
some clarification. 

In 1979 (Serrano vs. Priest) the court ruled 
that it is unfair and contrary to the purpose of 
public education for affluent school districts to have 
more school funding than poorer ones through pro¬ 
perty tax. Since that ruling, property taxes have been 
distributed throughout the state rather than returned 
to the individual districts. The county accessor for¬ 
wards the school allocation to Sacramento, from 
which funds are distributed according to Average 
Daily Attendance (ADA). Enrollment is thus the pri¬ 
mary factor in school funding. All other funding 
depends on the money the school district is able to 
attract through special programs and grants or to raise 
through local efforts, ranging from PTA projects 
to bonded indebtedness. 

Therefore, the questions Sierra Madre residents 
need to ask have to do with ADA and other sources 
of funds and what long-term predictions might be. 
Such questions are important, not only to Sierra 
Madre and Arcadia, but to many other small, 
affluent communities. For as property values rise, 
the number of families who have children and 
are able to buy in these areas diminish and 
enrollments decline. 

In their letter to the county requesting redistrict¬ 
ing, SMPBE states: “AUSD has in the recent past 
experienced a sharp decline in enrollment necessi¬ 


tating cutbacks in programs, lay offs of teaching 
staff and closure of two of its elementary schools” 
(page 7). Since decisions made now will affect 
funding for many years, it is vital that the people 
of Sierra Madre have a very clear picture of 
enrollment trends, ADA and additional financial 
resources for local public schools.

Search and Rescue Team

That resolution is published in this week’s edition 
of The News. 

“1 heard about the world famous Search and 
Rescue Team from Sierra Madre and thought 
how great it must be to be part of that group. 
And now that I’m out here, 1 have become a mem¬ 
ber.” He joined a 1983, one year after settling in 
California. This is his third year as president. 

“There’s a satisfaction of helping people and a 
challenge of being in the back country,” he explains. 
Most of the people who join, he says, are climbers 
or backpackers who have spent days at a time in the 
back country. 

“The dangers are not as great as people think. 
You’re working with professionals who know what 
they’re doing and are well-trained. Those people are 
comfortable in that kind of environment, working 
with people like that.” 

They train two times a month, on Wednesday 
in the classroom and on the weekends in the field. 
Weather doesn’t matter, he says, since they need 
to be able to work in the desert or in the winter 
climes as well as moderate weather. They need to 
know navigation, swift water techniques and just 
general climbing, he says. 

The first two years are the determing factor 
fro anyone who wishes to join the team. Minimum 
age is 25 and there are also some who are close 
to 60 years. Most of the active field members 
are in their 20s and 30s. 

No tax dollars are taken by the team. Cost 
to the communities in which they work is zero. 
“We ask nothing except to be asked back for 
another operation. Also, we all bring our own food 
and medication. Any penny we get is donated 


to the team, whether it’s in $1 increments are in 
large grants. We are totally dependent on donors’ 
generosity,” Millenbach says. 

How much time does it take away from jobs? 
Each member puts in KXX) to 1500 hours of his or 
her own time. 

The fund drive begins in early June 
and they hope to replace the paging system that 
would cost more to repair than to purchase 
outright. 

Operations leaders take charge of operations, 
Millenbach says and points to Miner Harkness 
as one of the great leaders. “The rest ot us do the 
actual field work but people like Miner are the ones 
who organize it all for us. They’ve been on thou¬ 
sands of operations.” 

A police dispatch notifies them of a disaster 
and they call the team together. Usually there is 
only one operation going on at a time; however, 
Millenbach remembers when they have handled 
three opeations at the same time. They have also 
handled as many as five operations in one day. 

“Most searches end up with finds. It's very rare 
that we don’t,” Millenbach explains. 

He notes that it is probably more difficult 
for the married men to get away as often as is 
necessary, and it’s also difficult for a boss to allow 
his team member to be away from work tor very 
long. 

“When you know there’s someone out there, 
you feel strange inside if you’re not there,” Millen¬ 
bach, manager of a company computer system, 
concludes. 

That seems to be the creed of all the members 
of the Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team.

Pons and Fleischman, instead, called the now 
infamous press conference to announce the “break¬ 
through” on Mar. 23. 

Current feeling in the scientific community is 
more than skeptical on the Pons-Fleischman “break¬ 
through.” 

The careful and cautious approach by Jones, on 
the other hand, has been praised by both his 
physicist peers and a number of Pons and Fleisch- 
man’s fellow chemists. 

Jones himself remains cautious in his statements 
concerning his work. He and another physicist, 

Johann Refelski, published an article in Scientific 
American in July, 1987, on achieving fusion at room 
temperature with muon catalyzed fusion. Jones’ 
experiments, however, did not show the dramatic 
release of energy, in the form of heat, that was 
claimed by Pons and Fleischman. 

Arden and Earl Jones have made their home 
in Sierra Madre since 1969. Their son was in¬ 
volved in missionary work for the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints in Belgium and France. 

He spent three summers in Sierra Madre bet¬ 
ween completing his undergraduate work at Brigham 
Young University, doing post graduate work at 
Stanford with the linear accelerator and completing 
his doctorate at Vanderbilt University. 

Next week The News will take readers to an 
interview with Steven Jones’ parents to learn what 
it feels like to be the parents of such a cele¬ 
brity, what they think of their son’s work and 
its promise for mankind, and how they view all 
the hullaballoo that has catapulted their son into the 
center of the world-wide attention.

Lifeline helps live-alone elders 


Celebrating the fifth 
anniversary of Arcadia 
Methodist Hospital’s 
Lifeline program are the 
people responsible for 
this hopital-based 
personal emergency res¬ 
ponse system that 
helps elderly, handi¬ 
capped and disabled 
people live indepen¬ 
dently in their own homes. 

Lifeline utilizes an 
attachment to the 
subscriber’s telephone 
and a small wireless 
button worn around the 
neck or wrist, explains 
Pat Taylor, who has 
been the volunteer coor¬ 
dinator of the program 
since it began in 1984. 

Whenever help is 
needed the individual 
pushes a button to achieve 
the electronic unit 
connected to the tele¬ 
phone which auto¬ 
matically dials the 24- 
hour response center at 
Methodist Hospital. 


On the signal, the 
hospital personnel 
will begin calling a 
prearranged list of 
responders until the 
individual’s needs 
are met. 

The program has 
given reassurance to 
many live - alone 
elders as evidenced in 
letters received by the 
hospital, adds Taylor.

A proposal for estab¬ 
lishment of a Design 
Review Review Com¬ 
mittee <DRQ, empowered 
by a Neighborhood 
Compatibility Or¬ 
dinance to review both 
new construction and 
remodeling, was presented 
to the City Council at 
the May 23 council 
meeting. 

Like the proposed Tree 
Preservation and Hill¬ 
side Ordinances, the aim 
of the Neighborhood 
Compatibility Or¬ 
dinance would be to as¬ 
sure retention of the exist¬ 
ing character of Sierra 
Madre. 

The proposal is the 
result of concerns 
expressed by the Cul¬ 
tural Heritage Com¬ 
mission, Planning Com¬ 
mission and City Coun¬ 
cil over the current trend 
to build excessively large 
homes on small lots. 

Temple City and San 
Marino have adopted 
compatibility ordin¬ 
ances directed at regula¬ 
ting development with 
respect to adjacent land 
and existing struc¬ 
tures so as to “maxi¬ 
mize visually pleasant 
relationships, assure 
bright, open neigh¬ 
borhoods and avoid the 
appearance of over¬ 
crowding.” 

The Temple City or¬ 
dinance includes three 
categories for review; 
architectural com¬ 
patibility, neighbor¬ 
hood compatibility and 
maintenance of privacy. 


It establishes a Design 
Review Committee 
which, in Sierra Madre 
could consist of a staff 
committee, a citizens 
committee, a committee 
of city commissioners, 
or a combination. 

The Temple City or- 
diance gives the Design 
Review Committee 
authority to approve 
plans before Plan Check 
and issuance of a Build¬ 
ing Permit, except for 
those requiring a Condi¬ 
tional Use Permit or 
variance which would 
go directly to the 
Planning Commission for 
design review, as well as 
review of the CUP 
or variance. 

Construction which 
affects the front appear¬ 
ance, is a second 
story addition or extends 
the sideyard coverage 
by more than 25 per¬ 
cent are all subject to 
DRC review. 

All new structures 
proposed for vacant lots 
or replacement of exist¬ 
ing structures, as well 
as modifications or addi¬ 
tions to auxiliary struc¬ 
tures in front yards, are 
also subject to DRC 
review. 

The documenta¬ 
tion required for review 
includes two sets of 
plans, including eleva¬ 
tions from all sides, 
and a site plan, including 
location of mature trees. 
Second story addi¬ 
tions also require iso¬ 
metric drawings. 

The DRC may also 
require letters of appro¬ 


val from adjacent pro¬ 
perty owners and resi¬ 
dents across the street. 

The Temple City or¬ 
dinance specifies that 
designs should mini¬ 
mize the appearance of 
excessive building in ex¬ 
cess of existing homes, 
respect for existing 
privacy and considera¬ 
tion of neighbors’ exist¬ 
ing views. 

Neighborhood Com¬ 
patibility Ordinances give 
the Design Review Com¬ 
mittee, Planning Com¬ 
mission and City Coun¬ 
cil broad authority to ren¬ 
der decision concerning 
what does and what 
does not comprise 
“compatibility.” 

The News felt that resi¬ 
dents who oppose such a 
restrictive ordinance, 
as well as those who 
approve, should be 
apprised of what 
the proposal includes. 

The City Council re¬ 
ferred the proposed 
ordinance and question 
of scope and type of 
design review committee 
to the Planning Com¬ 
mission for recom¬ 
mendations. 

The News will publish 
the date when the matter 
will be on the Planning 
Commission agenda so 
that interested parties 
may attend and 
provide community in¬ 
put. Both differences 
and similarities to the 
Temple City ordinance 
will be noted as the com¬ 
mission makes recom¬ 
mendations to the City 
Council.
